000 Measure As Hotly 
Debated As Dollar 

Vote On Wednesday 

WASHINGTON (CP) —The 
United States Congress, already 
engaged In bitter controversy | 
over monetary and neutrality 
legislation, expects to get this I 
week another highly provocative 
Issue—President Roosevelt's pro¬ 
posed $386,000,000 lending pro¬ 
gram. 

It will be considered first in the 
House. Republicans who scuttled | 
the administration’s neutrality [ 
bill have served notice they will 
undertake to do the same to the 
lending progr am. 

Republicans expect to vote 
Wednesday when the Senate acts 
on the House-approved legislation 
which would continue the $2,000, 
000.000 stabilization fund, reviv¬ 
ing the President's power to value 
the United States dollar, and fix 
the price of domestic silver at 71 
cents an ounce. 

Administration leaders ap¬ 
peared confident, howgver, that 
the Senate would approve this 
legislation. A vote on it was 
blocked Friday night by Republi¬ 
can debate which extended long 
enough to permit present mone¬ 
tary powers to lapse at midnight.

LONDON — The British gov

The King’s message, read by 
Mr. Chamberlain during a brief 
broadcast speech, climaxed a 
series ol speeches by Britons 
representatives of both church 
and state, who echoed last Thurs¬ 
day's stern warning by Lord Hali¬ 
fax, the Foreign Secretary, that 
Great Britain W ready to resist 
aggression at the cost of war. 

As proof of Britain's readiness, 

King George and Queen Eliza¬ 
beth, standing in Hyde Park 
under a grey sky and in windy 
weather, reviewed 20,000 men and 
women, national service volun¬ 
teers who will he entrusted with 
civil defence in event of war. 

It was the first time in this 
country’s history that a King has 
reviewed such s volunteer corps, 
which Mr. Chamberlain eharac 
j lerized In his speech as “the 
fourth arm" of Britain's defences, 
j "standing side by side with the 
auxiliaries of our three fighting 
forces as a definite pari of the 
; organization of our country's pro¬ 
tection.”
